INCREASING IN WISCONSIN. 


[SPECIAL TO THE <UZ»TTD] 


MadisonWls., April 20.—There are 
at least 150,000 colonies of bees in 
Wisconsin 
and 
the 
annual 
honev 


production 
in the state probably 
exceeds 3,000,000 pounds, according to 
a bulletin issued today by the agri- 
cultural experiment 
station on the 
industry in the state. 
The bulletin 
was written by X. E. France, state 
apiary inspector and 
his 
son L 'G 
France,, instructor in bee keeping at 
the University of Minnesota. 


The 
industry was first started in 
the state on a comparatively large 
scale in 1867 when Adam Grimm of 
Jefferson 
brought 
twenty 
Italian 
queens to Wisconsin, all that remain- 
ed of a shipment of one hundred from 
Europe. 


"For the amount of money invested 
and labor involved bee keeping gives 
as much or more profit than any other 
agricultural pursuit," 
says the bul- 
letin. 


It is predicted that beekeeping will 
oecome one of the most important 
minor agricultural pursuits in 
the 
state within the next quarter of a 
century. The beekeeping industry in 
Wisconsin is compared to the dairy 
b«finess of twenty-live years ago as 
suli being in an undeveloped stage 
"Future Wisconsin beekeeping can 
easily be expected to produce many 
tons of the best grades of honey " it 
is stated. "A 
pound 
of 
honey is 
aboot equal in food value to a pound 
of sirloin steak and It is going to 
waste for lack 
of 
enough bees to 
jather it. As general farming, .stock 
farmmp, dairying, and horticulture ad- 
vance in all parts of the state bee- 
keeping, will develop accordingly and 
assume its proper place 
among the 
agricultural Tndustriee.
